MADISON,. Wis. — Jeffrey 
Dahmer was attacked and killed while 
cleaning a prison bathroom Monday 
in a gruesome end for the former 
chocolate-factory worker who stran- 
gled and dismembered 17 boys and 
men and ate some of them. 

Another inmate was being held in 
Dahmer’s slaying and in the severe 
beating of another prisoner at 
Columbia Correctional Institution. 
Authorities wouldn’t identify the sus- 


pect, who was serving a life sentence 


for murder, or offer a motive. 

All three men were working on a 
cleaning detail in the recreation area 
of the maximum-security prison when 
the attack occurred. 

A bloody broom handle was found 
at the scene, but Corrections 
Secretary Michael Sullivan said he 
didn’t know if it was the murder 
weapon. 

“One could surmise a number of 
things. Their heads could have been 
smashed against a wall,” Sullivan 
said. 


“There was a great deal of blood in 
the area of the attack,” Corrections 
Department 
spokesman Joe 
Scislowicz said. 

The 34-year-old 
Dahmer had exten- 
sive head injuries 
and died at a hospi- 
tal about an hour 
after he was found. 

Dahmer, who. had 
been imprisoned 
since his crimes 
came to light in 
1991, had-~ been 
attacked once 
before. In July, an 
inmate tried to cut 
his throat during a 
chapel service, but 
the razor blade 
attached to a plastic 
handle fell apart 
before it could hurt 
Dahmer.

Financial aid must be used only for rent, 
food, tuition and books, director says

BYU students must use their financial aid for tuition and 
other appropriate expenses — or they may face federal 
prosecution. 

Doug Young, associate director of BYU’s Financial Aid 
Office, said appropriate things for students to spend their 
grants or loans on include tuition, books, rent, food and 
utilities, 

“Obviously students.should not go. buy. cars-or. stereos 
with their financial aid,” he said. 

Norm Finlinson, director of BYU’s Financial Aid Office, 
said every student receiving financial aid is required to 
sign a statement saying the aid will be used for educational 
purposes. 

Steve Olsen, federal programs compliance officer for 
BYU’s Financial Aid Office, said students who receive 
financial aid under fraudulent means could be liable for 
prosecution. 

“The maximum penalty for purposely giving false or 
misleading information on applications is a $10,000 fine 
or imprisonment or both,” he said. 

Olsen also said the law prohibits use of student loans to 
purchase a vehicle. 

“If we become aware of someone using financial aid to 
purchase a car, we refer the case to the Inspector General’s 
office or another agency for prosecution,” he said. 

Finlinson said moral consequences for misusing financial 
aid may be greater than legal consequences. 

“For students who spend financial aid inappropriately, 
the overriding concern should be the moral implications of 


their actions,” he said. “They’re using funds meant to fur- 
ther their education, and it should be a concern if they are 
using it for other purposes.” 

The Inspector General’s office in the U.S. Department of 
Education investigates and prosecutes financial aid fraud 
for the government, he said. 

Finlinson also said the Inspector General’s office has 
begun to crack down on schools and students misusing 
financial aid money. 

“Prosecution has been rather loose in the past, but they 


have..beefed_up.the Inspector ,General’s office,” he. said....... 


“They’re responding quicker than they used to when they 
suspect fraud or abuse.” 

Finlinson said BYU has had instances when the Inspector 
General has sent someone to investigate, but he is not 
aware of any prosecutions of BYU students. 

“Fortunately we have a real honorable student body and 
we don’t have the problems some other institutions have,” 
he said. 

Young said it is a compliment to.BYU’s student body 
that BYU has not had this problem. 

Finlinson and Young also credit students for the success 
of a change in short-term loan requirements. 

Finlinson said the need for a co-signer on short-term 
loans was eliminated for Fall Semester, causing some peo- 
ple to worry students wouldn't feel responsible for paying 
back their loans without the pressure of a co-signer. 

He also said most students have paid back their Fall 
Semester short-term loans, allowing the Financial Aid

Dahmer’s gruesome past came to 
light in July 1991, when a handcuffed 
man flagged down police and led offi- 
cers to Dahmer’s reeking apartment. 
Police later lugged oil drums packed 
with body parts from the one-bed- 
room apartment. 

Within days, the sandy-haired facto- 
ry worker had confessed to killing 17 
men and boys since 1978 in 
Milwaukee and Ohio. 

Dahmer drugged, strangled and dis- 
membered his victims, having sex 
with one corpse and eating parts of 


’ others. 


He flushed brains down the toilet, 
kepi skulls and other parts as memen- 
tos and saved one or two hearts “to 
eat later.” 

Dahmer pleaded guilty by reason of 
insanity to 15 Wisconsin slayings at 
his 1992 trial, but the jury found him 
sane on all counts. 

He later pleaded guilty to a killing in 
Ohio. He wasn’t charged in one other 
Wisconsin slaying because of a lack 
of evidence.

Utah’s budget surplus 
should go to schools 


We commend Utah legislators and all state government officials who are responsi- 
bly handling the state’s economic affairs as early reports show that Utah may 
enjoy the benefit of another budget surplus, possibly totalling $72 million, for the 


fiscal year ending June 30. 


This kind of news is refreshing in a time of high state and federal budget deficits 
and debts. The state of California, for example, is suffering from the stress and fis- 
cal trauma of a budget that is $10 billion in the red; and as we know the federal 
government is operating under a haunting $4 trillion debt. These kinds of fiscal 
blunders not only strain the operations of a government, but produce a drag on the 
economy as taxes are raised on corporations and individuals in order to pay off 


these unwanted demons. 


But Utah is different. Although far from perfect, and even though many programs 
lack efficiency and are underfunded, the state’s governing officials have been fis- 


cally responsible. 


Although $72 million is peanuts when compared to the state’s overall budget of 
$4.5 billion, it does show that a state or any government can truly operate within its 


means. 


So what to do with the excess? Instead of implementing a tax cut or a family tax 
rebate, Utah should explore the option. of using the money in our state’s underfund- 


ed public education system, 


Congressman Bill Orton has said that Utah’s public education system is ranked 
one of the lowest in the nation. Even through the general and uniform school funds 
account for $2.3 billion, given the number of children in Utah, our system is 


always in need of more money. 


-We say place these extra funds into the elementary education system for the use 
and benefit of students in the poorest areas of the state. These schools could use the 
money to purchase computers, more supplies and build stronger local infrastruc- 


tures. 


We acknowledge that state-wide, $72 million is not a lot of money, however, if 
these funds are used in the state’s poorest school districts, and if their use is closely 
monitored, they could have a great impact on many of our state’s disadvantaged 


students.

No one will ever ski Park West 
again, because it has been replaced by 
the Wolf Mountain Ski Resort. 

The new owners are excited about 
the prospects for their new resort and 
say they have set out to create the best 
resort ever. 

Gone is the cheap, discount-store 
image. The new owners, Michael and 
Annette Baker and Kenny Griswold, 
have a 10-year plan to transform Wolf 
Mountain into a superior resort. 

“Our vision is to create a world-

Nick was looking forward to a 
Thanksgiving meal later with his fam- 
ily. 

Most of the people who came in to 
the restaurant were men. There were 
also some women and children. 

“We never come out to a free meal, 
but we sure appreciate it,” said an 
elderly woman who was thére with 
her husband. The couple does not 
have any family in the area. They had 
seen a story about the free meal in the 
Daily Herald. 

Unlike that couple, Ray and Sparkie 
often take handouts. The homeless 
twosome has been together for two 
months. They came up on a train from 
Texas and were heading on to 
California for the winter. 

“T came up this time hoping I could 
get work,” Ray said. “We weren’t 
geared up for the weather. Now we’re 
both sick.” 

Ray has a 7th-grade education. He 
gets piece work as a metal welder or 
mechanic. He also makes money by 
“canning” — collecting cans from 
dumpsters — and by standing on 
street corners with cardboard signs. 

Sparkie had a cold and sniffed as 
she spoke. She has traveled on trains 
in just about every state and spent 
three and-a-half years roaming 
Europe. 

“It’s a hard life. It’s not as nostal- 
gic as it sounds,” Sparkie said of her 


vast traveling. “I’ve been shot at,. 


stabbed and hit with rocks.” 

Sparkie and Ray said that people 
often shout at them. They get told to 
get a job or get out of town. The holi- 
day season seems to change that. 

“People talk to you during the hol- 
idays; on a normal day they’d shy 
away from you. When you ride a train 
you get dirty,” Ray said.

Sparkie said that on this 
Thanksgiving Day she was just happy 
to be alive. The night before when she 
had slept out in the snow, a man had 
approached her and offered her a hot 
meal. She said all she wants is for 
people to walk by and smile at her 
instead of passing on the opposite 
side of the street. 

“People jump me. A girl jumped 
from her car and said if I’m so poor 
then how can I afford to get my nails 
done,” said Sparkie who has long, 
rose-colored fingernails. 

“What she doesn’t know is they’re 
my own nails, and I got the nail polish 
from a dumpster.’ 

Ray said it is difficult to get shelter 
because he owns a dog. Six-month- 
old “Sabba’” was tied up and waiting 
outside. “Sabba” is Chippewa for 
“free spirited,” Ray said. 

Life on the street is harsh and 
requires stamina. Sometimes the only 
comfort is a bottle or a dog. 

Brent Crane, executive director of 
the Food and Shelter Coalition, said 
he sees a wide variety of homeless 
people. The coalition provides 175 to 
200 meals each day. Some people 
come in for all three of the day’s 
meals. 

“There are the transient, hard-core 
homeless, there are others that just 
want a handout, people with mental 
limitations, and people that have just 
lost a job. 

“There are an awful lot of people 
without permanent homes. Many of 
them live with friends or family. I 
think at the last count there were 
about 1,000 people in Provo in that 
situation. As to the truly homeless — 
those who sleep in cars, parks and 
down at the railroad — I would say 
there are about 100 to 150 in Provo. 
These are the real down-to-earth 
homeless,” Crane said. 

Crane said the coalition wants to 
help as many people as it can. 

“We are what some people call a 
bleeding-heart type of agency — 
we’re more lenient in our rules.” 

The problem homeless people face 
is that they are so worried about the 
necessities of food and shelter that 
they can’t work on the core problem 
of finding work, Crane said. His 
approach to helping the homeless is 
first to become their friend and then 
build a relationship of trust. 

“They've stopped trusting people. 
We can help them by having that 
trust. Then when we go to bat for 
them, they start to change.” 

Crane said the coalition usually 
sees an increase in the number of 
donations and volunteers during the 
holiday season. 

“T think the one thing they (home- 
less people) are grateful for through 
the holidays is the spirit of giving. 
They’re most thankful that they’re not 
judged. The holiday season brings 
more consideration. It’s easy on our 
conscience to say “He’s a single, male 
bum. He’s lazy. It’s his fault.’ We’re 
more compassionate toward women 
and children.” ©
